—— 
Remarkable Discoveries Reported by 
German Archaeologist 

Although the German Emperor has 
been prevented from visiting Corfu 
this year owing to the political situa- 
tion’ and the marriage of his daugh- 
ter, his interest_in the island, and 
especially in its archaeologicrx! sec- 
re‘s continues unabated, and he has 
been kept Informed (states Reuten’s 
correspondent) or the progress of the 
excavations which have been contin- 
ued under the well-knowa German 
archaeologist, Professor Dorpfeld, in 
collaboration with the Greek archacol- 
ogist, M. Romaeos at the spot where 
the famous ‘Gorgo’ and the temple 
ruins were discovered last year . 

It has been the Kalser’s earnest de- 
sire.to discover the site of the towa 
of the Homeric King Alkinous, and 
with that object Professor Dorpfeld 
undertook test excavations at many 
points in the Island. At flist only 
ruins of historical times were found, 
dating no further back than the fifth

excavations in the north-west corner 
of the island and on'the southern side 
of Cape Kephall have given valuable 
results.

The Sick Room 


HE eastern or a southwestern room 
makes a good choice for the sick 
room, for these get the disinfect- 

Ing action of the sun daily without tho 
discomfort of the midday gun. In mid- 
winter, however, the southern exposure 
is a desired one; but the patient's bed 
should never directly face a sunny 
window, as the bright light on the eyes 
{is almost sure to cause headache; rath- 
er have the light fall at the side of 
the bed toward the head. 

The room should, of course, be kept 
comparatively quiet, though street 
noises are usually not noticed by one 
accustomed to them, Talking and bang- 
ing-1s trying to @ nervoug person. 

AS a general rule, it is best not to 
Walk around on the tiptoes nor whisper 
in the sick room, and if the patient 
Wishes to see members of the fawwily, 
even a Visit from active chilsren tor 
a few minutes will be more beneficial 
than to be denied the visit; while in 
the case of a sick child the result of 
being kept away from Joved ones ts apt 
to have a very unfavorable efiect, ex- 
e pling In a wospilal where the patient 
understands that the friends are net in 
the building and has the company of 
older patients in the room. Un.ess dur- 
ing severe weakness, a private room is 
a very lonely place 

All articles not needed Jn the sick room 
should be removed and kept out; it js 
nol only easier to keep the room clean 
and neat then, but Jt gives the orderly 
appearance so restful to the patient. 
lf able to use them, the patient's read- 


ins matter or Iittle conveniences should 
ih a handy place within easy reach 
of bed. A box for letters, writing 


material and small pieces will heep 
such from being scattere). 

Much of, a patient's comfort depends 
oa how the bed ig made, It should be 
carefully arranged twice a day, leavlig 
no little ridges anywhere to press 
Against the patient's tendcr flesh if 
there is a cover over the mattress, this 
should be stretched smocth and pinned 
at the corners to the mattress; then 
the sheet should be stretched over this, 
tucked well in at the corners and 
pinned also, It is often well to pin a 
narrow draw-sheet across the middle 
of the bed as well. Protecticn puds to 
use under bed-pans, etc., can be quick- 
ly made and a number kept on land, 
Use the whole newSpaper and coyer jt 
with a little larger square of cld soft 
cloth, “Tack” this firmly on with long 
loose stitches. 

Sheets should be changed as fre- 
quently as possible, not only for cleanl!- 
ness’ gake, but because the freshness 
of clean linens is very soothing to the 
patient. 

if the patient cannot sit. or move 
easily, there is a special method of 
changing the sheets that makes very 
little disturbance of the posttion, Fold 
the fresh sheet in long folds and lay 
it on the edge gf the bed; push the 
soiled sheet ahead of it toward the 
middle of the bed, opening out the clean 
one as you go along, ‘Phis manages 
the two with practically the one move- 
ment. When the patient's back is 
reached, the ofd sheet should. be in a 
free roll, and the clean one spreail over 
the surface just passed; now the patient 
js to be rolled over upon the smooth 
clean place, or lifted, if necessary, and 
the two sheets managed as before until 
the opposite side of the bed.is reached; 
then the clean one is pulled taut and 
fastened and the soiled one discarded, 
The fresh upper wheet la Lampe over 
this soiled one and this is then pulied 
from under it, taking care not to ex- 
pose the patent during the process. 

After the sheets are tucked in it is a 
very easy matter to quickly replace 
other pleces; but no unnecessary covers 
should be over the patient to make the 
bed too warm for comfort, nor left 
across the foot of the bed to be heavy 
across the feet, ?
